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REPOET. 


The  Council  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy  for 
1884  beg  to  report  to  the  Annual  General  Assembly  of 
Academicians  as  follows  : — 

I.  The  Fifty-eighth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Saturday 
the  16th  of  February,  and  closed  on  Saturday  the  17th  of  May. 
Out  of  a total  of  2453  works  sent  for  exhibition,  there  were 
selected  and  exhibited  1124 — viz.,  1089  Paintings  in  Oil  and 
Water-Colour,  and  35  works  in  Sculpture.  These  were,  with 
comparatively  few  exceptions,  the  productions  of  Scottish 
Artists  and  Honorary  Members  of  the  Academy.  The 
attendance  of  Visitors  was  considerably  above  the  average. 

II.  The  Annual  Dinner  took  place  in  the  Galleries,  as 
usual,  on  the  eve  of  the  opening  of  the  Exhibition,  when  the 
President  and  Council  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  a 
numerous  and  distinguished  company. 

III.  At  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  held  on  the  14th  of 
November  1883,  Thomas  Stuart  Burnett,  Sculptor,  Patrick 
William  Adam,  and  George  Whitton  Johnstone  were  elected 
to  the  rank  of  Associate  of  the  Academy,  to  till  the 
vacancies  caused  by  the  election  of  W.  D.  M‘Kay  to  the 
rank  of  Academician,  the  death  of  Mungo  Burton,  and  the 
resignation  of  R Rowand  Anderson. 
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IY.  At  a Special  General  Meeting  held  on  2Gth  November, 
J.  W.  Oakes,  Esq.,  A.E.A.,  and  Thomas  Graham,  Esq.,  were 
elected  to  the  rank  of  Honorary  Member  of  the  Academy.1 

Y.  At  the  Statutory  Meeting  of  the  Academicians,  held  on 
10  th  of  February,  William  Beattie  Brown  was  elected  to  the 
rank  of  Academician,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Bobert  Gavin.  This  election  has  caused  a vacancy  in  the 
rank  of  Associate,  which  will  require  to  be  filled  up  at  the 
Meeting  at  which  this  Report  is  read. 

At  the  Statutory  Meeting  in  February  next,  the  Academy 
will  be  called  upon  to  elect  an  Academician  in  place  of  the 
late  Arthur  Perigal. 

VI.  The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Librarian  and  the 
Curators  of  the  Library 

“ There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  attendance  of  the  Members 
in  the  Library  during  the  past  Session. 

“ The  books,  prints,  drawings,  etc.,  in  the  Library  are  in  good 
condition,  and  catalogued  up  to  date. 

“ The  Librarian  has  completed  the  classification  and  arrangement 
of  the  large  collection  of  Drawings  bequeathed  to  the  Academy  by 
the  late  David  Laing,  H.R.S.A.,  LL.D.  The  collection  is  arranged 
in  sixteen  volumes  folio,  and  contains  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  drawings.  The  Librarian  has  also  compiled  an  index  to  the 
contents  of  each  volume.

“The  aggregate  evening  attendance  was  2040,  or  an  average  of 
17  per  night,  and  1729  was  the  aggregate  morning  attendance, 
being  an  average  of  15  per  morning. 
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“ The  Visitors  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  diligence 
and  the  progress  of  the  students  generally,  and  to  their  gentlemanly 
and  decorous  conduct.

The  thanks  of  the  Council  were  duly  transmitted  to  the 
respective  donors. 

IX.  A Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Academy  wTas  held 
on  26th  November  1883,  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
whether  West  Princes  Street  Gardens  was  a proper  site 
for  the  proposed  Forestry  Exhibition.  The  Members 
unanimously  condemned  the  proposal,  and  resolved  to 
memorialise  the  Town  Council  on  the  subject.  This, 
however,  was  rendered  unnecessary,  it  being  found  that 
buildings  could  not  legally  be  erected  in  the  gardens.  The 
threatened  outrage  was  thus  happily  averted. 

X.  The  Academy,  at  a Meeting  held  on  10th  April, 
resolved  to  address  a letter  of  condolence  and  sympathy 
to  the  Queen  on  the  lamented  death  of  His  Royal  Highness 
Prince  Leopold,  the  Duke  of  Albany.  A copy  of  the 
above,  and  reply  intimating  that  Her  Majesty  was  pleased 
to  receive  the  Address  very  graciously,  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix. 

XI.  The  Council  have  to  report  that,  at  Meetings  held 
19th  March  and  24th  June,  Memorials  were  addressed 
respectively  to  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  House  of 
Commons  in  favour  of  the  proposed  restoration  of  the 
Castle  Hall,  and  of  the  “ Access  to  Mountains  (Scotland) 
Bill.”

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XII.  The  Academy,  in  recognition  of  the  Tercentenary 
of  the  Edinburgh  University,  during  the  celebration  of  its 
Festival  held  in  honour  of  the  occasion,  had  the  pleasure 
of  giving,  on  the  18  th  of  April,  an  afternoon  Keception  in 
the  Galleries  of  the  Academy,  en  suite  with  those  of  the 
National  Gallery.  A very  numerous  company  was  present, 
including  the  distinguished  delegates  and  guests  of  the 
University.  An  Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Senatus 
Academicus  of  26th  April,  relating  to  the  above,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix.1 

XIII.  With  much  regret  the  Council  have  to  report  the 
loss  sustained  by  the  Academy  in  the  sudden  death  of  their 
esteemed  Treasurer,  Arthur  Perigal,  one  of  the  oldest 
Members  of  the  Academy.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  in 
1841,  and  attained  the  rank  of  Academician  in  1868.  With 
the  concurrence  of  the  representatives  of  the  deceased,  the 
President,  Council,  and  a large  number  of  Members  were 
present  at  the  funeral,  to  pay  their  last  tribute  of  respect 
to  their  late  Treasurer. 

The  following  Minute  w’as  unanimously  adopted  at  a 
Meeting  of  Council  held  on  14th  June  : — 

“ The  Academy  have  the  painful  duty  to  record  in  their  Minutes 
the  death  on  5th  June  of  their  esteemed  fellow-member,  Arthur 
Perigal,  who  for  the  past  four  years  has  ably  filled  the  office  of 
Treasurer.  To  the  Annual  Exhibitions  he  was  a regular  and  liberal 
contributor,  generally  having  his  full  quota  of  work,  and  the  duties 
he  had  officially  to  perform  never  interfered  with  his  devotion  to 
his  Art.  Born  in  London  in  1 8 1 6,  he  was  brought  to  Edinburgh  in

very  early  life.  Following  the  example  of  his  father — who  wTas  an 
artist  and  a pupil  of  Fuseli,  he  turned  his  talents  to  landscape 
painting,  though  for  many  years  he  was  also  a very  successful  teacher. 
However,  very  soon  his  Art  enthusiasm  led  him  to  devote  himself 
wholly  to  the  practice  of  his  profession.  His  subjects  were  generally 
taken  from  mountain  and  loch  scenery  in  Scotland,  though  latterly 
his  frequent  visits  to  Italy  and  Switzerland  led  him  to  extend  the 
range  of  his  Art  practice.  Of  a kindly  genial  disposition,  he  was 
personally  esteemed  by  all  his  professional  brethren  ; and  his  sudden 
removal  is  deplored  by  the  Academic  body  of  which  he  was  a con- 
sistent and  steady  support.  ” 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  transmit  a copy  of  this 
Minute  to  his  son,  Dr.  Arthur  Perigal,  in  a letter  of  con- 
dolence and  sympathy  with  him  and  the  other  relatives 
of  the  deceased  in  their  affliction. 

X1Y.  At  a Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Academy  held 
on  14th  June,  convened  in  accordance  with  the  laws  to  fill 
the  vacancy  in  the  Treasurership,  caused  by  the  death  of 
Arthur  Perigal,  J.  M.  Barclay  was  elected  to  the  office.
